ALCALA PARK — “‘In Catholic liturgy we have to have 
both traditional forms and cultural heritage. We can’t 
exclude either and have effective black liturgy,’’ Jesuit 
Father J. Glenn Murray said June 14. 


As blacks become more involved in the Church, they 
need to understand their role in liturgy, Father Murray 
said at the keynote address of the Afro-American Liturgy 
eee held June 14-15 at USD’s Manchester

‘“WHAT DO we mean by 


liturgy?’’ the Jesuit priest 
from Baltimore asked the 40 


people gathered for his 
_|presentation titled 
|‘‘Authentically Black and 


| Truly Catholic.” 


Liturgy is the Church’s 
definition of faith, Father 
Murray said. ‘‘The keys are 
Fr. Murray Church and faith.’’ The 
purpose of liturgical worship is to ‘‘reflect upon what the 
Church is now.”’ 

“‘We gather on Sunday to express our faith...and by 
expressing (it) we renew and deepen our faith,’’ Father 
Murray said. The rituals of the eetUrRy = ‘show our need 
for God.”’ 


‘“*THE GOAL of liturgy is prayer — to enter into a 
relationship with others and God,’’ he explained. 


“‘What makes liturgy Catholic?’’ he asked. Gathering 
““to eat Christ’s body and drink His*blood’’...coming to 


Immaculate Heart of Mary. 


HIS ASSIGNMENTS in the Diocese of San Diego 
included Holy Trinity in El Cajon; St. Theresa in Palm 
Springs; St. Mary in El Centro and Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help in Indio. 


He was named administrator pro tempore of the Church 
of the Most Precious Blood, Chula Vista, Dec. 3, 1959. 
He became pastor of that parish Jan. 28, 1964, and 
remained there until he retired 20 years later. 


Msgr. DeZaeytyd was buried in Belgium. Auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez was principal celebrant of a 
Memorial Mass June 20 at Church of the Most Precious 
Blood. Father Eugene Fisher, current pastor of the Chula 
Vista church, celebrated a Memorial Mass attended by 
parishioners June 20 at 7:30‘p.m. 


““The way worship of Christ is expressed incorporates 
culture .... Liturgy includes faith and faith is mediated by 
culture,’’ Father Murray said, referring to the pastoral on 
blacks issued by the U.S. bishops. 

‘WHAT DO we mean when we talk about black 
Catholic liturgy?’’ he asked. 

“‘Black American religious experience is rooted in 
Protestantism,’’ he explained. ‘‘Black American roots 
from Africa see worship as festive’’ in contrast to the quiet 
worship practiced by Anglos and other Europeans. 

‘‘What makes worship black is our music.’’ There is 
“‘sorrow, joy, despair and fulfillment”’ in the music, he 
said. 

BLACK LITURGY is also ‘‘dialogic. When the 
preacher talks, we talk back.’’ Clapping and testimony 
are also a part of black worship, Father Murray said. 

He explained that blacks see a difference ‘“between 
church and going to Mass. Going to Mass is such a bland 
concept.”’ 


““How do we develop effective liturgy?’’ he asked. 


BLACK LITURGIES ‘‘can’t be confined to worship 
and singing but has to include Catholic elements,’’ Father 
Murray said. ‘‘Some people think it’s a black liturgy if it 
goes on for two hours or if the sermon lasts for 50 


minutes,’’ he joked.

Next pastoral draft 
will be much shorter

COLLEGEVILLE, Minn. (NC) — The U.S. bishops, 
meeting in Collegeville June 14-18, strongly supported 
the direction their economy pastoral is taking, but they 
asked for a major rewriting of a pastoral letter on campus 
ministry. 

They also spent half a day listening to men and women 
Religious and discussing issues they must face in opening 
up a dialogue with Religious back in their own dioceses. 


IN CLOSED-DOOR sessions during the second half of 
the five-day meeting, this fall’s world Synod of Bishops to 
review the work of the Second Vatican Council was . 
expected to be a major topic of discussion. 


The pastoral letter on Catholic social teaching and the 
U.S. economy, considered one of the most significant and 
controversial of the current undertakings of the American 
hierarchy, was the major topic of the sessions which were 
open to the press June 14 and 15.

“It’s clear that there’s still much work to be done (on 
the economy pastoral) but it was clear to me that the 
bishops as a group are strongly supportive of the project,”’ 
Bishop James Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, president of 
the National Conference—of—Catholic Bishops, said to 
reporters afterward. 


ARCHBISHOP REMBERT Weakland of 
Milwaukee, head of the economy pastoral’s drafting 
committee, opened a series of structured small-group 
discussions on the pastoral with a report updating the 
bishops. 

One major change he announced was a decision by the 
committee to cut it by a third, from about 60,000 words to 
40,000, in the next draft. Another, subject to the approval 
of the bishops, was to try writing a much shorter separate 
pastoral message to Catholics, far less technical in nature 
than the complex, highly nuanced larger document. 


Comments from the bishops indicated unanimous or 
near-unanimous support both for cutting the size of the 
major document and for adding a separate non-technical

‘HEALTHY’ LUST — Saying that lust 
can be normal and healthy, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled June 19 that a state’s anti- 
obscenity law cannot ban material simply 
because it incites lust. But in its 6-2 decision, 
the court said that the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals had gone too far in striking down 
an entire Washington state law that declared 
that places where obscene material is for view 
or for sale are a ‘‘moral nuisance.’’ The 
Washington law defined obscene matter as 
that which, taken as a whole, ‘‘appeals to the 
prurient interest.’’ Prurient was defined as 
“‘that which incites lasciviousness or lust.”’ 


SENTENCE OVERTURNED — A 
federal appeals court in New Orleans 
overturned the conviction of Stacey Merkt, a 
volunteer at a Catholic shelter who was 
arrested in February 1984 near McAllen, 
Texas, while transporting two Salvadoran 
aliens. The three-judge panel of the 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals sent the case back to 
federal district court in Texas for a new trial on 
charges of conspiracy and transporting illegal 
aliens. She said she was taking the aliens to an 
immigration office to apply for political asylum 
when she was arrested last year.

FERRARO’S CRITICISMS — Geraldine 
Ferraro, 1984 Democratic vice-presidential 


candidate and former New York 
congresswoman, said June 19 she regards 
President Reagan’s_ policies as 
‘‘un-Christian’’ and some anti-abortion 
demonstrators as power-drunk. In a speech 
and question-and-answer session with 300 
backers of Network, a Catholic social justice 
political lobby founded a decade ago by nuns, 
Ferraro also said that if her support for legal 
abortion is wrong, God will judge her 
someday. 


STOP PILGRIMAGES — The Vatican 
has asked that pilgrimages to the Yugoslavian 
site of reported Marian apparitions be stopped 
pending completion of a study of the situation 
by local church authorities, a Vatican 
spokesman said. This was the first time the 
Vatican spoke publicly about the controversial 
situation in Medjugorje, Yugoslavia. 


ASTROPHYSICAL COOPERATION — 
The Vatican observatory and a Chinese 
university are part of a newly formed 
astronomy consortium to study astrophysics, 
Vatican Radio reported June 19. The 
consortium also includes Italian and U.S. 
universities, said Vatican Radio. It said the 
purpose of the project is ‘‘to conduct research 
in the field of theoretical, experimental and 
observational astrophysics.’’ Astrophysics is 
the study of the physical properties and 
phenomena of celestial bodies, such as stars 
and planets. 


‘NO’ TO NERVE GAS — The USS. 
Catholic Conference has expressed opposition 
to a proposed $105 million appropriation for 
the production of a binary nerve gas and called 
for ‘‘multilateral reductions, and, ultimately, 
the abolition of chemical weapons.’’ In a letter 
to members of the House, Msgr. Daniel F. 
Hoye, USCC general secretary, expressed 
“fear that the addition or substitution of 
binary gas weapons may well create the 
impression that the U.S. contemplates the 
waging of chemical warfare.”’ 


BISHOP HAS CANCER — Cancer has 
spread in Auxiliary Bishop George R. Evans 
of Denver, but his surgeon said chances for the 
bishop’s recovery are good. Bishop Evans, 62, 
underwent surgery June 5 at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Denver, to remove two sections of 
his colon that were cancerous. Tests of the 
tissue showed that cancer had spread outside 
the colon wall, a hospital spokeswoman said.

ESCONDIDO — Were it not for his faith, Jose 
Delgado does not believe he ‘“‘would be here’’ safe and 
sound in his own North County home, away from the 
hijacked TWA jet on which he and his wife, Sylvia, were 
held prisoners. 


“I have a very, very deep faith in Jesus Christ,”’ 
Delgado said. ‘‘I knew somehow He’d take care of us and 
we’d (he and his wife) be able to get together again...I 
knew everybody would be praying for us.”’ 


DELGADO WAS ‘“‘not sure in the first minute”’ if he 
and his wife would survive the hijacking ordeal which 
began June 14 when two Shiite Moslem terrorists seized 
control of TWA flight 847 shortly after it departed from 
the Athens airport. 


‘‘Fortunately three or four hours later, after they (the 
terrorists) started letting out the first group’’ of hostages, 
‘thalf’’ of Delgado’s ‘‘worries were gone’’ because Mrs. 
Delgado was among those released. ‘‘I thought ‘Dear 
God, thank you, at least one of us is going to make it.’ ”’ 


After her release, Sylvia Delgado waited for her 
husband in Paris, as did others who were set free. While 
there, a French: priest came to the hotel she was at to 
celebrate Mass for her and others there. ‘‘We sat on the 
bed holding hands’’ during Mass, she said. A “‘real 
bond’’ existed among them. 


A PARISHIONER at St. Mary Church, Escondido, 
for 27 years, Jose Delegado spent much of his time in 
captivity praying ‘‘to the Virgin of Guadalupe’”’ to whom 


he has had a lifelong devotion. Praying helped keep his 


‘‘mind off what was happening”’ around him. 


“You could tell everyone (on the plane) had their 
thoughts on the Almighty,” he said. 


Although his faith was ‘‘always strong,’’ Delgado feels 
the ordeal has helped fortify it. He believes his faith was 
the ‘‘source’’ which helped ‘‘hold’’ him ‘‘together.”’ 
Delgado said he is ‘‘not a fanatic’’ about his Catholicism, 
adding that he “‘tries to live the way I should.”’ 


DESPITE THE fact that the hijacking was committed 
by Arabic terrorists, Delgado does not feel any hatred 
toward Arabic people. He tries ‘‘to be objective’? and 
realizes there are ‘‘bad people everywhere.”’ 

One thing which puzzles Delgado is the ‘“‘beliefs’’ of 
people like the terrorists which allow them ‘‘to make life 
miserable for a lot of people....Life to them doesn’t mean 
much.”’ 


The terrorists on the plane chanted often, Delgado 


_ said. It would ‘‘go on and on,”’ he recalled, adding that it 


““sticks’’ in his mind ‘‘like rock ’n’ roll.”’ 


“‘T DON’T understand,”’ he said. ‘‘How can they pray 
and be so darn mean? I guess it gives them the strength to 
keep going.”’ 

Sylvia Delgado said ‘‘people have been so nice’’ to 
them since they returned to their Escondido home June 
17. ‘‘We’ve gotten letters from people we don’t know’’ as 
well as flowers, plants and cakes, she said. 

All the support the Delgados have received from others 
shows Jose Delgado that ‘‘all Americans’ are “‘sticking 
together.”’ 

THE DELGADOS’ luggage, including many 
souvenirs and 45 rolls of film which they had acquired on 
their monthlong vacation, is still on the plane. “‘We’ll

never see’”’ these things again but ‘“‘that’s beside the 
point,”’ he said.

Hug-A-Tree and Survive program shows there is life in death

SAN DIEGO — Christians struggle with the paradox 
that in death there is life; San Diegans witnessed an 
example of that when a nine-year-old boy died on 
Palomar mountain in 1981. A program developed in 
response to that tradegy may have already saved the lives 
of countless other youngsters. 


Each year, the ‘‘Hug-A-Tree and Survive’ program 
visits local public and parochial schools and civic groups. 


‘“HUG-A-TREE,”’ as it is more commonly known, is 
a slide presentation that teaches people what to do if they 
are lost in the wilderness. The volunteer program resulted 
from the death of Jimmy Beveridge, who wandered away

from his two brothers as they walked on a nature trail less 
than a mile from the camp where their parents were 
preparing lunch. 

Fog and rain hampered a massive search conducted by 
public safety personnel, 200 Marines and skilled 
volunteers. Five days after Jimmy disappeared, his body 
was found in a ravine, about two miles from the 
campground. Hypothermia caused his death. 


The grief and frustration that followed the futile rescue 
attempt eventually were channeled into action. 

ABOUT A month later, Ab Taylor, a retired Border 
Patrol agent, and Tom Jacobs, a freelance writer and 
photographer, developed Hug-A-Tree, in which 
vounteers teach survival tips. 

Because anyone of any age can get lost, the program is 
not only shown to children, but also to groups of adults. 


In its first year, Hug-A-Tree presentations were made 
before almost 60,000 people in San Diego County. Since 
then, a total of 229,000 people have witnessed Hug-A- 
Tree presentations here. There are trained Hug-A-Tree 
presenters in about 25 states and in Canada and Sweden. 


HUG-A-TREE’S name comes from one of the most 
basic ideas the presenters hope to instill — as soon as one 
realizes he or she is lost, the person should stop. (The idea 
is brought home to children by suggesting they ‘“‘hug a 
tree’’), When a lost person stops, they decrease the scope 
of the search. 


Hug-A-Tree has been shown in many parochial 
schools, including St. Therese Academy. Dominican 
Sister Jane Robert, St. Therese’s principal, remembered 
how well the Hug-A-Tree presentation reached all 
students — from five to 12. 


‘Even the primary (grade) students, along with the 
older children, became very much aware of the procedure 
they should go through,’’ Sister Jane Robert said. The 
assembly for St. Therese was held in the parish social 
center, and all students seemed ‘‘very interested in it and 
paid very close attention,” she said. 


SHE PLANS to invite Hug-A-Tree back regularly, 
because ‘‘a lot of our children do go on camping trips and 
into the mountains.”’ 

Hug-A-Tree is a non-profit corporation that makes its 
services available at the lowest possible cost, Jacqueline 
Heet, a member of the Hug-A-Tree board of directors, 
said. If a school or group cannot afford the $25 donation,

the cost is waived, but Hug-A-Tree does need donations 
to survive, she added. 


Slide show presenters are recruited from local search 
and rescue and law enforcement personnel who volunteer 
their time. 


At a June 17 presentation to Cabrillo Elementary 
School students, Ted Suter shared some of the Hug-A- 
Tree survival basics. Suter, a retired police officer, has 
children enrolled in St. Charles Borromeo School. 


© Never leave camp alone. Such caution prevents 
getting lost at all, Suter said. 

e Hug a tree. ‘‘The first principle is to stay in one 
place when you’re lost,’’ Suter said. 

e Carry a whistle. It helps gain the attention of 
searchers. A shouting child quickly becomes hoarse and 
unable to call for help. Suter told the children to blow the 
whistle three times and wait a while for a return signal. 


¢ Carry shelter. A child can easily carry a plastic 
trash can liner in a pocket. When the end is slit, the bag 
can serve as a poncho to trap body heat. Suter repeatedly 
warned the children not to play with the bags, telling the 
youths of a plastic bag’s suffocation potential. 

© Record shoe prints on aluminum foil. Even before 
camp is set up, the footprints of everyone in the party can 
be recorded on foil. A towel is laid on the ground, and a 
piece of foil is set atop that. A person imprints one shoe at 


a time by gently stepping on the foil.

The moment I entered, I felt taken out of myself and I felt 
disposed for prayer. Isn’t that one purpose of a church? The 
stained glass, the art work, the austere splendor of this sanctuary 
are awesome. 


The organist was rehearsing while I was there. The music 
which boomed from the pipes blended with the building to create 
one effect. I have never attended a liturgy at St. Mary’s, but Iam 
sure it would be unforgettable. On leaving the cathedral after 
what seemed like a minute, I glanced at my watch and knew that 
I had been there for over an hour. The effect of that visit stayed 
with me a long time.

Prayer a ‘taboo?’ 


I am angry and disappointed with the 
Supreme Court’s decision on school 
prayer or moments of silence.

Can | become a Mason? 


Q. Several years ago, I was told it was all right to become a 
Mason. Now I understand some new rules have come out, 
and it is once again against Church law to be a Mason. Can 
you clarify my confusion? 


A. Before the 1983 Code of Canon Law, an excommunication 
was incurred by those who became Masons or joined other secret 
organizations which plotted against the Church or legitimate civil 
authority. 


In 1973, the Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith (CDF) 
seemed to say that if a particular Masonic organization did not 
actually plot against the Church, no excommunication was 
incurred. CDF’s statement was interpreted by some bishops to 
mean that it was permissible to join the Masons if the particular 
organization did not plot against the Church. 


Recently, other documents from Rome indicate that the 
present mind of the Church opposes membership in Masonic 
organizations. Rome argues that, even if a particular Masonic 
organization does not plot against the Church, it might be 
seriously wrong to join it for other reasons. Rome asserts that the 
principles of Masonry are irreconciliable with those of the 
Church. Rome affirms that the basic principles and articles of 
Masonry embody a naturalistic religion. Active participation in 
such naturalistic religion is incompatible with Christian faith and 
practice. According to Rome, those who knowingly embrace 
such principles commit serious sin and might also be open to 
ecclesiastical penalties. 


Clearly, anyone who joined the Masons in good faith, 
according to the broader interpretation, has committed no sin 
and is not subject to church discipline. But there can be no doubt 
that the present opinion of the Holy See is strongly against 
Participation in Masonry and forbids Catholics to become 
Masons.

Explaining Americans to Rome 


Archbishop Daniel E. Pilarczyk of Cincinnati, Ohio, recently 
wrote an article which appeared in America magazine as an open 
letter to a monsignor in the Vatican. The stated purpose of the 
letter was to help the monsignor understand what lies behind the 
tensions and difficulties that seem to exist between the Catholic 
Church in the United States and the Holy See. Reflecting on a 
real or imagined exchange with that Vatican official, Archbishop 
Pilarczyk observed: ‘‘...it occurred to me that there are some 
basic elements of the character of many American Catholics that 
governs much of what happens here. An awareness of these 
might help others to understand and interpret our words and our 
behavior.”’ 


The archbishop listed and discussed eight traits or principles: 1 
— Law is a tool to be used as needed. 2 — Teachings about 
behavior are really rules; rules are laws; laws can be changed; 
laws are changed by public pressure and political process. 3 — If 
you can change one thing, you can change anything. 4 — If there 
is a problem, there must be a solution; and if there is no solution, 
it must be because someone isn’t doing his job properly. 5 — 
What can be done must be done. 6 — More is better. 7 — 
Nobody should have to wait for anything. 8 — Nobody over 
there understands us. 


Prior to listing and discussing these operative principles, 
Archbishop Pilarczyk admitted that some of them are ‘‘quite 
fallacious;”’ others ‘‘represent a way of looking at things that 
may be valid but is different from the way others view the same 
realities;’’ and some reflect ‘‘a deeply held faith and a profound 
loyalty to the Church.”’ 


Although I do not know if the archbishop actually sent his 
letter to Rome, I suspect that some Vatican officials have seen the 
America article. No reply has yet been published, but it would 
not surprise me if a reply were to read: ‘“Thank you, Archbishop 
Pilarczyk, for your most helpful letter. How can we help you 
convince your people that some of their operative principles are 
quite fallacious?’’

I was buttonholed on the steps of the church last week 
by an enthusiastic friend who had just finished reading 
Salvador Witness the story of laywoman, Jean Donovan, 
who had been killed in San Salvador with three 
missionary nuns. 

You have just got to read it, she said. It is a fantastic 
example of someone hearing a call and having to follow 
regardless of where it might lead. That is true. It is the 
story of a person drawn to do ‘‘something more,’’ who 
saw in the situation in San Salvador an opportunity to 
give tangible witness in an area of extreme need. 


THE AUTHOR made no attempt to canonize her 
subject. All the uncertainties are there, all the 
ambivalence that we humans experience when we make 
commitments that tax our security and drain our 
emotions and lead us to stark decisions of personal 
abandonment. This was no martyr rushing fanatically to 
her death but a normal young woman doing what she felt 
God needed her to do. No willing victim, but a Christian 
seeking to witness her God in the hostile world she briefly 
adopted. 

For me, the overwhelming impact of the book was not 
so much of the trial and triumph of Jean Donovan, as the 
awareness of God’s molding hand accepting her 
commitment and shaping her into what He needed her to 
be at that time, in that place. As I read, the words of the

If we view and read commercials enough, we soon 
deduct that the ideal husband brings flowers, buys lots of 
insurance, drives a prestige car and goes for a 5 p.m. beer 
with his buddies daily. 

The ideal wife looks the way she did on the day she was 
married, adores housework, juggles work and family 
easily and feeds her kids Twinkies. 


THE IDEAL family owns a camper, uses soap filled 
with bath oil, has a nutritiously-fed dog and eats Jello- 
brand chocolate pudding. 

We could laughingly add a dozen characteristics to each 
category, but the problem is that the ideal images fostered 
by advertisers affect us deeply. The message gets firmly 
planted that to be ideal we must own or use certain 
commercial products. 

I recall the mother who told me their family wasn’t 
getting along very well so they were thinking of buying a 
family camper. I discovered they had bought into the 
image of the camping family portrayed on TV and in 
magazine ads. 

LET’S EXAMINE that family. The children are 
always clean and smiling, the weather sunny, the lake 
blue and the grass green. It isn’t raining. There are no 
mosquitos. Mom isn’t trying to scour a greasy frying pan

popular hymn, Abba, Father kept running through my 
mind. 


‘‘Abba, Father, you are the potter, I am the clay. Mold 
me and fashion me into the image of Jesus Your Son.”’ 
Like all the young people of her time, she must have sung 
that, perhaps accompanied herself on her guitar. Like 
most who sing it, she must have closed her eyes and 
offered herself with the words with utmost sincerity. And 
that is a dangerous thing to do. 


WHEN A Christian sincerely invites God to take and 
mold him or her, it initiates a covenant God never 
refuses. It also leads us to the path of self-abandonment 
and — one way or another — self-immolation. He does 
not take such things lightly. If we offer ourselves to Him 
to be molded into the image of His son, we are accepting, 
whether we are aware of it or not, Gethsemane, the 
Passion and Crucifixion. In return He gives us what we 
were created for — the role of witness. 


There is no way to escape it. We cannot ‘‘take back’’ 
commitment once honestly given. We cannot erase our 
part of the covenant. We can only fail to honor it. And the 
way is never easy. But if we endure, there is the reward of 
true Christian witness. Not sanctity. Not perfection. True 
Christian witness. 


Why was it necessary for Jean to die so horribly? 
Would her witness not have been as effective if she had 


with sand. 


Indeed, the mother admitted to the influence of the 
image when she said, ‘‘I figure if we had a camper, we 
might be more like those families on TV.”’ 


That’s exactly what the promoters have in mind. A 
two-minute image like theirs doesn’t reveal that the 
family who is fragmented is going to remain fragmented, 
camper or not, until they deal with the issues dividing 
them. 


SO PERVASIVE is the power of advertising on 
couples and families that we need to use advertising to 
examine family values. The commercial, for example, 
that talks about the wife who remains looking and acting 
as she did the day they were. married ends with her 
husband’s statement, ‘‘I think I’ll keep her.”’ 


Who wants him? The sense of security he offers her 
goes contrary to good mental health. His value system 
says clearly, ‘‘What you look like and how much energy 
you retain are the basis of our secure relationship. If you 
age or slow down, watch out. I may not keep you.’’ 


The commercials that tout family computers as the 
panacea for bad report cards imply — no, insist — that 
parents who don’t furnish children with computers are 
not giving them the tools they need to do a decent job in

lived to return home to share her ministry and inspire 
others through personal contact? The image of Jesus does 
not exclude victimization by evil, nor death. It was her 
death — among so many others in that crucified land — 
that magnified her witness and caught the attention of 
thousands of people who would never otherwise have been 
moved to read the experiences of a lay missionary in a 
foreign country. 


WE DO not have to go to South America, or India, or 
China or Africa to give true witness. Once we have 
entered into our covenant with Him, God will direct us to 
where He needs us, to where His molding will come to its 
best effect. But there will always be a form of death and 
suffering. Not because God is cruel, but because we are so 
difficult to change and;:shape, and so reluctant to 
relinquish our comfort and face our fears. We hurt 
ourselves with our resistance. And then, no one ever 
imagines that God will touch our most vulnerable places 
and reveal to us all those things we spend a lifetime 
denying to ourselves! 


The difference between Jean Donovan and the rest of 
us is not that she went to San Salvador, but that despite 
fear and emotional trauma, she honored her covenant 
with God, and He, most tenderly, honored her and 
molded her into a witness of extraordinary power. She 
trusted and He led. She endured and He glorified. It is 
the way God is with His people.

WHEN THESE commercials appear we need to make 
moral judgments and statements about them to show 
another side of the implied value. A wise parent might 
comment, ‘‘How is a computer going to help the kid who 
already refuses to spend time on homework? It can be just 
one more time waster.’’ (The same claim was made of 
television in its early days. Has it improved children’s 
school achievement or hampered it?) 


When the husband says, ‘‘I think I’ll keep her,”’ 
parents can say, ‘‘I’m glad you’re not like that,’’ or 
murmur in pity, ‘‘His poor wife.”’ 


One way churches can help families deal with the 
pressures of the free marketplace is to videotape them and 
share feelings and thoughts about them. I’ve done this 
and found it immensely effective.. Even children can be 
perceptive and vocal when it comes to pressure messages. 


ANYTHING WE can do to offset the constant 
message that ‘‘products create happiness’’. helps families. 
And families need support in this area. Otherwise we take 
on the religion of middle-class hedonism and suffer the 
emptiness that results when we try to find happiness and 
bonding in possessions. 


Pre-occupation with ‘self’ examined 


The theme of Holy Week is echoed in the prayers of the 
Church: ‘‘He emptied Himself, taking the form of 
servant... He humbled Himself and became obedient unto 
death, even death on the cross.’’ (Phil. 2:6). We are 
puzzled: how can one empty oneself? Did Christ stop 
being Jesus in His human nature? Then He would have 
been a cypher, zero. The emptying of Himself, the 
mystery of our Redemption, is explained by theologians 
that Christ gave His will completely over to the will of the 
Father. In doing that He became more fully Jesus, Son of 
Man, Son of God. 


Have you noticed the growing preoccupation in our 
culture with se/f? Peggy Rosenthal, a humanities professor 
in Rochester, has. In her book, Words and Values, she 
reminds us how our present use of self really began with 
the Renaissance. It was at that time these words gained 
coinage: self-knowledge, self-interest, self-confidence, 
self-regard and many others. The usage started as an 
attempt to consider man as a subject of study, of 
investigation. Its present application has led to an 
explosion of unbridled subjectivity. The notion originated 
with man as the self; it has ended with I, myself, 
individuality. (Notice today how often ‘‘myself’’ is 
invoked?) 

“SELF”? GAINED new life with the arrival of 


psychology on the scene, when the use of self moved out of 
literature and into our daily language. It was helped along 
by psychologist Carl Rogers and others, so that my “‘self”’ 
has become synonymous with my ‘‘feelings.’’ How do I 
feel about myself? Am I happy with myself? 


Carl Rogers put it this way: ‘“‘Am I living in a way 
which is deeply satisfying to me and which truly expresses 
me?’’ To answer, I must recite my personal values, which 
somehow seem to be located inside and can often be in 
conflict with outside. 


There can be no objection to treating feelings as an 
object of study. Psychology has helped people develop 
sensitivity and tenderness towards others. What may be 
wrong is the making of feelings the be-all-and-end-all. 
Thus a modern psychologist says: ‘‘All goodness and 
pleasure must be ultimately perceived in the realm of 
feelings.’’ ‘‘Good,’’ which has had moral value as a 
reference point, is rather seen now as a quantitative thing: 
how many good feelings have you had today? And it leads 
to this logical absurdity: to feel good is the good. 


BUT WHAT is feeling good? If a person continues 
with these new interpretations of self, it becomes 
something such as ‘‘being in tune with your inner self.’ It 
is to allow your feelings expression, even to the point of 


ignoring the feelings of others or being in opposition to 
them. Now you can understand the new index of 
activities: Is your marriage a good relationship? Are you a 
good parent? Do you feel good about your job? Have your 
experiences in the home been good? So the referent to 
morality is removed; to love becomes a feeling and not an 
expression of God’s love for us and our love. for one 
another in Him. 


The Lord Jesus emptied Himself. Why? So that God’s 
will could be done in Him. He made room for God’s 
activity, moving Him to say, ‘‘Thy will be done.’’ 
Christianity’s teaching is that the individual is special 
because each one is God’s person. Behind the self in 
Christianity is the concept of God. Behind the modern 
concept of self is nothing but me, myself and I. 


YET COUNT the times religious CCD textbooks use 
the word “‘self’’ in the modern jargon: feeling good about 
yourself, developing yourself. Notice how few places they 
use it in the Christian concept of God Who stands behind 
the self, , the Guarantor of self. St. Paul said: ‘‘Are you not 
aware that the Spirit of God dwells in you?”’ In our belief 
it is He Who will move the self from selfishness to make us 
Other-directed. It is He, the Spirit of Jesus Who will help 
us empty ourself, as Jesus did, so that with God’s Son we 
can say, ‘“Thy will be done.’’

THE 28-MINUTE educational film features an 


‘‘But authentic black Catholicism is when we produce 
our own brand of Catholicism, wherein we see our own 
men as bishops shaping the Magisterium and in which we 
shape our own peculiar and particularized nuances of 
Catholic rituals as blacks,’’ he said in his talk, titled 
‘‘Liturgical Sensitivity and the Black Aesthetic.”’

But incorporation of Protestant traditions into 
Catholicism creates difficulties because, ‘‘even though 
black Catholics and black Protestants may be ethnically 
the same, there are some real credal differences.’’ 


Blacks in church leadership roles should study ‘‘the 
scientific aspects of liturgy’’ to develop ‘‘an adequate 
sense or knowledge of Catholic ecclesiology,’’ Father 
Conwill noted. ‘‘Study the documents of the Vatican 
Council which define what and who we are as a Catholic 
Church, especially the Constitution of the Liturgy.’

Fray Junipero Serra set out with the 
pack train from San Buenaventura, April 
15, 1782. Following the shoreline closely 
for about 25 miles, they reached the 
present city of Santa Barbara the same 
day. 


For some reason the presidente did not . 


like the site chosen and said that it was not 
a good place for either a presidio or a 
mission. It was one of Serra’s few 
mistakes for the area developed more 
than he envisioned. In majestic setting 
and in the splendor of its architecture, it is 
without a rival among the California 
missions today. 


BUT SERRA was considering the 
situation as he saw it then. With so many 
natives in the area, a large water supply 
was needed and extensive tracts of land 
for farming and pasturage.

Very likely Serra had in mind the 
Goleta area, near the present-day airport 
and the University of California. Both 
Crespi and Font had indicated that as a 
favorable mission site. Or possibly he was 
thinking of the Carpinteria Valley. Later 
Montecito was spoken of as the area

which afforded the best opportunity for a 
successful mission. 


In any event, on Sunday morning, 
April 21, ground was blessed, the cross 
raised and blessed, and Fray Junfpero 
Serra sang a High Mass. Afterward he 
preached and then all joined in the 


Alabado. Serra inscribed a set of register 
books, calling the new foundation ‘‘this 
new Mission and Royal Presidio of Santa 
Barbara.’’ There was no doubt in his 
mind that he had founded a mission. 


THE PRESIDENTE expected that 
the presidio-mission would be a temporary 
combination and he waited at Santa 
Barbara for several weeks for Governor 
Felipe de Neve to indicate when the 
separate mission would be founded. Little 
did he know then that it would be another 
four years before the establishment would 
be made. 


There are few detailed documents on 
the early developments at the Santa 
Barbara presidio. There were many 
Indians in the region and they were 
friendly and cooperative. Neve noted in a 
letter that the ‘‘numerous Indians who 
inhabit the Channel remain quiet and 
tranquil...and they have gladly and 
voluntarily labored on the buildings of the 
prestdio and the aqueduct.”’ 


The presidio was located in what was for 
many years the geographical center of the 
later city of Santa Barbara — centered 
about the juncture of Cafion Perdido 


and Santa Barbara streets. The adobe 
church which was subsequently built 
faced the south. It was used as the presidio 
and town church until 1854, when it was 
torn down. t 

NEVE WAS rattling the cage of the 
friars. He vigorously complained about 
their manner of founding and 
maintaining the missions, all the while 
threatening to devise a better formula for 
them to follow. It must have been a 
momentary aberration because two years 
later this same man, then commandant 
general of the Provincias Internas, said that 
the Franciscans in Alta California 
operated the best institutions of any in the 
entire province. 


When Neve told Serra that the mission 
at Santa Barbara would not be built until 
the prestdio was finished, the presidente 
decided to return to San Carlos 
Borromeo. He left for the north May 6. 


He arrived at Carmel on the vigil of 
Pentecost, his legs in a swollen condition. 
Happily, by mid July he was well again 
and able to resume his hectic schedule of 
activities. But the tone of his letters 
indicated that he knew his days were fast 
coming to a close. 


Karen Quinlan tugged at our hearts, tested our ethical ideas

Ten years ago Karen Ann Quinlan 
tugged at America’s heartstrings and 
made the nation rethink basic ethical 
questions of life and death being raised by 
modern medical technology. 


The country and much of the world 
shared the pain of Quinlan’s parents, 
Joseph and Julia, as they fought through 
the New Jersey courts for permission to 
remove the artificial respirator from their 
comatose daughter and let her die. Her 
case became the topic of books, a 1977 
network television movie, innumerable 
radio and TV discussions and newspaper 
and magazine articles. 

““SHE SYMBOLIZED a great issue 
of our time,’’ said Msgr. Thomas 
Trapasso, the Quinlans’ friend and 


former pastor, when Quinlan died of 
pneumonia June 11 after living more than 
10 years in a coma. 


“Her tragic accident and her parents’ 
persistence in doing what was morally 
correct has resulted in a clear perception 
as to how we should treat those in the 
same situation that Karen was in,’’ said 
Bishop Frank J. Rodimer of Paterson, the 
diocese in which the Quinlan family lives. 
As diocesan chancellor in the 1970s 
Bishop Rodimer had been a spokesman 
for the Church’s position on the moral 
issues involved in the Quinlan case. 


Quinlan,- then 21, lapsed into a coma 
on April 15, 1975, apparently because of 
the interaction of alcohol with aspirin and 
a tranquilizer. Six months later, when it 
was clear that the coma was irreversible 
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and signs of brain activity had ceased, her 
father sought to be declared legal 
guardian in order to terminate use of the 
respirator that was maintaining her 
breathing. 


AFTER A lower court ruled against 
him, the state supreme court took up an 
appeal and decided in favor of Quinlan on 
March 31, 1976. In May Quinlan was 
removed from the respirator. In June she 
was transferred from St. Clare Hospital 
in Denville, N.J., to the Morris View 
Nursing Home in Morris Plains. There 
she lived for another nine years with the 
help of intravenous feeding and ordinary 
care, although she never regained 
consciousness before her death. 


After the first trial in the case, Quinlan 
expressed amazement at the publicity 
generated by his request for legal 
guardianship of his daughter. Msgr. 
Trapasso said that from the start he 
advised the Quinlans that they were well 
within traditional Catholic moral 
teaching, which says that one need not 
use extraordinary measures to preserve 
human life. 


The celebrated case brought 
considerable publicity to that Catholic 
teaching, surprising some who thought 
the Church would automatically take an 
official position in favor of preserving life, 
whatever the circumstances. 


IN FACT, a priest-editorialist on the 


Vatican newspaper, L’Osservatore 
Romano, took a stance very close to that 
and criticized the Quinlans for seeking to 
end use of the respirator. Noted moral 
theologians rejected the view expressed in 
the editorial, saying it did not reflect 
church teaching. 


When an Italian doctor interviewed on 
Vatican Radio warned that the Quinlan 
case provoked dangers of mercy-killing, 
Bishop (then Msgr.) Rodimer called a 
press conference to express the 
““approval, sympathy and 
understanding’’ of the Paterson diocese 
for the Quinlans. 


From the start of the Quinlan case most 
moral theologians and ethicists 
considered it ‘‘an open-and-shut case”’ 
which ‘‘should never have gone to the 
courts,’’ said Jesuit Father Richard 
McCormick, a moral theologian at the 
Kennedy Institute for the Study of 
Human Reproduction and Bioethics at 
Georgetown University in Washington. 


THE IMPORTANCE of the case was 
that “‘it created a public awareness that 
had not been there,’’ the priest 
commented. It was that case, he said, that 
really started the American public asking 
questions about ‘‘How are we going to 
use the medical technology we have?”’ 


“Tt was the first in a series (of cases) 
which helped us achieve both moral and 
legal clarity’’ about such issues, he added. 


A Lifetime Experience: 


THE HOLY LAND 
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Agca, a credible witness?

ROME (NC) — After two weeks of 
testimony in the trial of eight men for 
complicity in the 1981 shooting of Pope 
John Paul II, an Italian court is 
struggling with what many say is the 
essential question: Is Mehmet Ali Agca.a 
credible witness? 


Agca, the Turk who is serving a life 
sentence in Italy for the shooting, spent 
two years telling investigators about a plot 
involving four other Turks and three 
Bulgarians. His testimony over that 
period of time was so inconsistent that it 
required more than 100 pages of 
“‘amendments’’ in a-final interrogation. 


NOW, TESTIFYING before a court 
of two judges and six civilian jurors, Agca 
has departed from the ‘‘amended”’ story 
he gave investigators. 


On June 11, Agca brought a major new 
figure into the plot’s scenario: the first 
secretary of the Soviet Embassy in Sofia, 
Bulgaria. It was the Soviet Embassy that 
gave the order to shoot the pope, Agca 
said. He added that he had met the 
diplomat, and could pick his face out of a 
group of photographs. 

““Agca realizes that the Bulgarian 
connection isn’t holding, so he’s throwing 
gasoline on the fire,’’ Giuseppe Consolo, 
a lawyer for the Bulgarian defendant 
Sergei Antonoy, said afterward.

The detail about the Soviet diplomat 
was similar to many other details that 
have been provided by Agca, and on 
which the complicity case is built: it was 
added after many interrogations. It will 
probably be impossible for anyone but the 
defendants to confirm, and its credibility 
may rest on Agca’s ability to identify a 
photograph. 

Agca first impressed Italian 
investigators in 1982 when he accurately 
picked out photographs of Antonov and 
two Bulgarian diplomats from an album 
of 56 other photos. The prosecution has 
reasoned that if Agca is telling the truth 
about knowing the Bulgarians, he can be 
trusted when he describes their role in the 
alleged plot. 


IN HIS first few days on the witness 
stand, however, Agca has been both 
dramatic and inconsistent on large and 
small points. 


For example, Agca first testified that a 
Turk, Omer Bagci, agreed to deliver a 
gun to him in Milan because Bagci was 
“‘obedient”’ ‘and the two men had formed 
a friendship. A few days later, Agca 
changed his story, saying that Mahmud 
Inan, another Turk, had originally been 
chosen to deliver the gun, but had instead 
given the job to Bagci.

AGCA WAS asked June 12 why he 
went to Tunisia in late 1980. ‘‘I just went. 
I was traveling for awhile to escape the 
attention of the police,’’ Agca said. A few 
minutes later, under questioning by the 
judge, Agca told the court he went to 
Tunisia for the specific purpose of trying 
to assassinate president Habib Bourguiba 
and visiting Maltese Prime Minister Dom 
Mintoff.

ASKED ABOUT Agca’s credibility, 
defense lawyer Consolo laughed. ‘‘What 
credibility? One minute he says he’s Jesus 
Christ and the next that he was trained as 
a terrorist in Syria.”’

ALCALA PARK — ‘‘We so desperately hate our 
humanity we don’t want to be saved zn it, we want to be 
saved from it, Father James Dunning said, describing a 
basic belief of Christian fundamentalism. 

Father Dunning, from the Seattle archdiocese, 
described fundamentalist .beliefs in his talk, ‘“RENEW 
and RCIA Face the Fundamentalists.’’ He spoke June 14 
at the Fifth Annual Convocation of RENEW Dioceses, 
held June 12-14 at the University of San Diego.

values. Fundamentalists recognize the need for stability, 
simplicity and informality. 

_He lauded them for their emphasis on ‘‘personalism in 
community,’’ noting that ‘‘at least the fundamentalists 
surround people so they don’t find themselves alone as 
they shout out their questions in the night.’’ 

Their flexible, spontaneous prayer style builds on 
cultural foundations and meets genuine needs, he said. 
“Thousands of people are being nourished by 
fundamentalism who still consider themselves Catholics.’’ 


FUNDAMENTALISTS believe in the virgin birth, 


-the divinity of Jesus, vicarious redemption, the bodily 


resurrection of Jesus and the verbal inerrancy of 
Scripture. They also think the Second Coming of Jesus is 
imminent. 


He used the words ‘‘transcendence’’ and 
““mmanence’’ to describe the ‘‘chief tension’? between 
Catholic fundamentalists and other Catholics. 
Fundamentalists would stress the transcendant — the 
divinity of Jesus, for instance — and those focused on 
immanence might be more concerned with His humanity, 
he said. 


Fundamentalists would tend to view the Church as an 
institution, while others might see it more as a 
community. RENEW and RCIA are based on the 
community concept of church, he added. 


FUNDAMENTALISM ‘‘run wild’’ would result in 
heresies similar to historical heretical movements like 
Quietism, Gnosticism and Literalism. On the other hand, 
if the opposite views are taken to an extreme, as they have 
been, they would result in heresies like Arianism, 
Pelagianism, Modernism and Secularism, Father 
Dunning said. 


The “great attack’? on RENEW has been calling it 
“‘neo-Arian,’’ he noted. Arianism denied the divinity of 
Christ and was condemned by the Council of Nicaea I in 
525:

THE PASTORAL is expected to be approved by the 
bishops sometime in 1986. 


While some bishops criticized the pastoral for taking 
too negative an attitude toward capitalism and the 
American economic system, others said that the major 
failing of the first draft was the absence of any real 
critique of capitalism itself. 


The same diversity of opinion was shown in comments 
on how specific the document should be in proposing 
U.S. economic policy goals or elements of policy. While 
some bishops thought certain points were too specific, 
such as a 3-to-4-percent unemployment goal, others 
thought such elements were helpful or even necessary. 


MANY BISHOPS strongly supported using a 
“‘preferential option for the poor’’ as a framework for the 
document. But others argued that the phrase lends itself 
to divisiveness and is less applicable in the United States, 
where most people are middle-class, than in- many 
countries that are basically two-class societies, the rich 
and the poor. 


Comments on middle-class America showed similar 
mixed feelings. Bishops praised the hard work and 
generosity of the struggling, wage-earning middle class on 
the one hand, and on the other suggested that everyone 
must examine his or her conscience about consumerism 
and materialism. 


While the specific criticisms of the pastoral on the 
economy came within a framework of strong overall 
support, the draft pastoral on campus ministry did not 
enjoy the same reception. 


“THAT KIND of ran into a buzz-saw,’’ Bishop 
Malone said later in a succinct summary to the press. 


The drafting committee for the campus ministry 
pastoral, headed by Bishop William Friend of Alexandria- 
Shreveport, La., had engaged in extensive consultation 
with presidents and deans of faculties in U.S. colleges and 
universities in preparing the first draft. 


It had written the pastoral in two sections, the first 
devoted to setting a context for campus ministry today by 
discussing the concerns and ideals of leaders in U.S. 
higher education, with campus ministry itself coming in 
for specific discussion only in the second half. 


AFTER SMALL-GROUP discussions, in which each 
table of bishops was asked to talk about what it considered 
the major strengths and weaknesses of the draft, almost 
every group expressed some serious reservation about the 
structure of the document, especially the general section 
on higher education. 


Many complained that the draft was not about campus 
ministry, as mandated, but about higher education. Some 
suggested eliminating the whole first section, others 
suggested turning it into a short introduction, and still 
others suggested drastic restructuring to preserve more of 
that part, but in a different way.

He quoted Catholic theologian Karl Rahner, who said, 
‘‘Orthodoxy keeps the tension. Heresy ends up on one 
side or the other.’’ Father Dunning interprets this to 
mean “‘it is the heretic who closes things off.’’ 


THE “FAR left’’ can be just as fundamentalist and 
humorless as the ‘‘far right,’’ he added. 


It is not possible to stand in the middle, he said, but the 
secret is to try to move from one’s extreme toward the 
other. 


Ultimately, much about faith is a mystery, he said. 
“‘We know not God,”’ Father Dunning said, quoting St. 
Thomas Aquinas. Fundamentalists think they know what 
God is, ‘‘but that’s not our tradition.’’ 


FUNDAMENTALISTS ON the right or left hang 
onto their beliefs defensively, because, ‘‘we can’t deal 
with change.’’ 


A form of fundamentalism is ‘‘doctrinalism,’’ he said, 
describing it as separating ‘‘doctrine from the experience 
out of which we got the doctrine.”’ 


Literalists interpret the Bible literally, he said, but 
people tend to ‘‘pick and choose’’ passages they interpret 
literally. For instance, he said, some literalists have not 
gone and sold all their possessions and given the proceeds 
to the poor. 


HE TOLD of a woman who wanted him to say if Jesus 
actually walked on water, but Father Dunning heard 
beneath that question another uncertainty: ‘‘Do I believe 
Jesus will reach out to me when I am sinking?’’ 


Fundamentalism comes from a fear to face life, Father 
Dunning said, adding that he can empathize with anyone 
not wanting to face life’s difficulties. To live, one must 
enter into Christ’s dying, but Father Dunning and 
literalists fear that, he said. 


The best way to help those fearful of ‘‘the death’’ aspect 
of Christianity, Father Dunning said, is to get to know 
them and find out what in their experience led them to 
embrace their beliefs. A small community of caring 
friends can be helpful, he added. 


A number of bishops said the first draft was not a 
pastoral letter, in which bishops speak to campus 
ministers, but rather a statement of secular educators and 
campus ministers to bishops. 


DESPITE NUMEROUS criticisms, bishops also 
found many positive aspects in the draft and many points 
that they said should be developed and highlighted more, 
Bishop Friend said his committee still expects to be able to 
complete a final draft for the bishops to debate and vote 
on when they meet in Washington this November. 


In a session June 15 devoted to relations of U.S. 
bishops with men and women Religious in their dioceses, 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San Francisco said the 
listening sessions which the bishops have engaged in with 
Religious over the past 18 months have brought ‘“‘a 
renewed sense of belonging by Religious in the local 
church...and, on the part of the bishops, a new, deeper 
appreciation of religious life.’’ 


In 1983 Pope John Paul II named Archbishop Quinn 
head of a papal commission assigned to help bishops in 
the United States develop closer relations with their 
Religious and be of greater pastoral service to them. 


FOR THE first major phase of the project, the 
archbishop asked bishops in November 1983 to begin 
meeting with the Religious in their dioceses for a series of 
“‘listening sessions’ to learn their feelings about the 
Church and religious life. 


The next phase now beginning, he told the bishops, 
should be a ‘‘real dialogue’’ in which both bishops and 
Religious share views and seek to resolve tensions. 


Archbishop Quinn turned most of the three-hour 
séssion over to six Religious who led discussions on key 
topics of wide concern to U.S. Religious today. The 
discussion leaders explained to the bishops how many 
U.S. Religious understand church teaching and practice 
since Vatican II in such areas as community life, religious 
obedience, the exercise of authority, the relationship that 
different religious orders see between apostolate or 
ministry and the witness of consecrated life, and the 


meaning and importance of charisms, or special gifts of © 


the Spirit, in religious life. 


AFTER TWO days of intensive discussions, the 
bishops took the evening of June 15 off for a picnic on the 
St. Cloud diocesan seminary grounds adjoining the 
campus of St. John’s University. 


Sunday, June 16, was a day of recollection devoted to 
rest, prayer and spiritual reflection. 


From Sunday morning on, the press was excluded from 
the meeting site, as Monday and Tuesday were given 
over to closed-door ‘‘executive sessions.’’ 


AT THE press conference after the last open session 
June 15, Bishop Malone acknowledged to reporters that 
this fall’s Synod of Bishops in Rome would be one of the 
chief items on the Monday-Tuesday agenda, but he 
declined to say what other topics were up for discussion. 
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Healing the family tree 


‘Eucharist helps counteract evil’

SAN DIEGO — Healing the family tree counteracts 
the ‘‘forces of evil and makes us conscious that God is 
alive, accessible and a God of love,’’ Claretian Father 
John Hampsch told about 400 people June 8 at St. 
Therese Social Center. 


“‘God has expressed His healing love through many 
avenues,’’ he said. ‘“Today He seems to be opening the 
door to this old form of healing that has been neglected for 
centuries.” : 


THE LECTURER based many of his points on Dr. 
Kenneth McAll’s book, Healing the Family Tree, calling 
the Anglican psychiatrist ‘“‘an instrument of God guided 
by the Holy Spirit.’” 

This concept of healing is ‘‘based upon the 
transmission of the effects of personal sin through 
generations,’’ he said, using Exodus 20: 5-6 to explain 
that ‘‘the sins of parents will be visited upon their children 
to the third and fourth generations.’’ But for ‘“‘those who 
reverence the Lord, the benefits will be handed down to 
their offspring to the thousandth generation,’’ he said. 


Just as Jesus cured the sick to draw them to God’s love, 
He gives humans the power to continue His healing 
through prayer, thereby preparing them for the second 
coming of Christ and for combating the ‘‘crescendo of evil 
being poured out in these end times,”’ he said. Healing 
should not be our only desire, he added. We should 
operate on a higher level of ‘‘praising God and giving 
testimony’’ of His power. 


FATHER HAMPSCH cited examples of weaknesses 
that may be inherited — addictions, anxiety, depression, 
phobias, jealousy, anger and a tendency to dominate 
others. “‘Signs of illness in the family tree’’ include - 
untimely deaths, occult practices and drug use which has 
harmful genetic effects, he said. ‘‘Children of marijuana 
smokers have more nightmares than other children and 


Catholic pilgrims

A priest, a permanent deacon and a third member of a 
Catholic pilgrimage from the Diocese of Rockford, Ill., all 
held hostage in Beirut, Lebanon, appeared in a taped 
interview broadcast in the United States June 24. 


Twelve men were seen but only eight spoke during the 
videotaped interview. They had been taken hostage June 
14 when Shiite extremists hijacked a TWA jetliner en 
route from Athens, Greece, to Rome. Most of the 
passengers were released but about 40 Americans were 
taken from the airplane in Beirut June 17 and moved to 
undisclosed locations. 


AMAL MILITIA holding the men allowed Visnews, a 
London-based international television news service, to 
film the hostages. Kevin Hamilton, managing editor of 
Visnews, said the interview was conducted June 20. 


Father James McLoughlin, 45, pastor at St. Peter 
Church in Geneva, Ill., said, ‘I’m looking forward to 
being home with my family and the people in the parish.”’ 


The people of his parish have been holding prayer vigils 
and special Masses for the hostages have been celebrated 
at churches around the Rockford Diocese. 


GRANT ELLIOTT, 27, from Algonquin, Ill., a 
member of the pilgrimage, said he was ‘‘doing fine, 
thanks.” 


Raymond Johnson, 62, a permanent deacon at 
Annunciation Church in Aurora, IIl., was seen on the 
videotape but he did not speak. 


Father Thomas Dempsey, pastor at St. Patrick Church 
in St. Charles, Ill., and three men from St. Margaret 
Mary parish in Algonquin also were taken hostage. 


THEY WERE members of a pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land led by Father William McDonnell, pastor at St. 
Margaret Mary Church. 


Father McDonnell and other members of the 
pilgrimage, including Father McLoughlin’s mother and 
Johnson’s wife, were released during the initial stages of 
the crisis. 


Shirley Elliott of Marengo, Ill., mother of Grant 
Elliott, said of the videotape: ‘‘I thought he looked very 
good. I’d never seen him in a beard...He looked healthy 
and we all hope he’ll be freed safely soon... Those men are 
living in fear.”’ 


POPE JOHN Paul II voiced ‘‘deep concern’’ June 19 
for the hijack victims. ‘‘We pray to the Lord that the 
problem will come to a prompt and peaceful solution, 
without other victims and without wider complications 
which would worsen the situation (in Lebanon),’’ the 
pope said during his regular Wednesday general audience 
at the Vatican. 


The Holy Land pilgrimage was made up mostly of 
members of St. Margaret Mary, St. Peter and 


parents who over-punish their children were probably 
battered themselves.’’ 


Such weaknesses in the family tree can best be healed 
by liturgical prayer, he said. ‘“The Eucharist, the most 
focused way of contacting God, can break the bondage’’ 
of inherited punishment. ‘In the fourth century 
incredible miracles occurred during the Eucharist because 
of people’s faith,’’ he said. 


Illustrating the relationship between negative emotions 
and physical illness, he said statistics show that 90 percent 
of hospitalized patients’ maladies are ‘‘at least partially 
affected by the mind’’ and that heart attacks are most 
common among people with a “‘high level of hostility.”’ 


HE SAID our healing will be incomplete unless we 
forgive our offenders. Loving our enemies is an even 
higher “‘level of forgiveness. This type of love is not an 
emotional attraction,’’ he explained, but a desire that the 


person “‘receive God’s blessings.’’ 


A second dimension of healing the family tree is 
praying for the “‘release of our ancestors in purgatory.”’ 
Scripture refers indirectly to purgatory 15 times, which is 
probably ‘“‘not a place of torture, but of purification,’’ he 
said. Praying for the release of ‘“‘unbaptized and aborted 
children and relatives who did not receive Christian 
burial’’ has resulted in ‘‘healing people’s bodies and 
minds.”’ 


Father Hampsch cautioned against a ‘‘morbid grief’’ 
for deceased loves ones which some people harbor after 
the normal period of ‘‘biological mourning. We must let 
go and continue our own life,’’ he said. Our departed 
relatives ‘‘love us more through the heart of God’’ than 
they did during their earthly lives. 


WE ASK the saints in heaven, whom we honor as 
spiritual heroes, to pray with us to Ged. Demonic forces 
try to block the ‘“communion of saints,’’ he said.

Annunciation parishes in the Rockford diocese, along 
with a few non-parishioners from the Rockford area, 
according to Father Robert Balog, secretary to Bishop 
Arthur J. O’Neill of Rockford. 


Father Balog said ‘‘between 30 and 34’’ pilgrims were 
aboard the jetliner when it was hijacked. 


BISHOP O’NEILL, back in his diocese after 
attending the U.S. bishops’ general meeting in 
Collegeville, Minn., visited the parishes. 


““The tragedy has brought the parishes much closer 
together in the spirit of united prayer,’’ the bishop said 
June 18. “‘It is an inspiration to see people of all ages 
coming to their parish churches to pray for all the hostages 
and their families.’’ 


He said one parishioner told him ‘‘we always knew that 
we cared for one another but this has brought it into 
sharper focus.’’ 


“THIS WAS the trip of a lifetime for some of our 
parishioners,’’ Father Robert Garrity, associate pastor at 
the Algonquin parish, said of the two-week pilgrimage to 
the Holy Land that the hostages had been returning from. 
“It’s sad this had to happen.”’ 


Bishop Edward W. O’Rourke of Peoria, once a hostage 
of a hijacking himself, said the presence of two priests 
among the hostages should be a comfort to the victims. 


“The hostages are under a great deal of duress,’’ 
Bishop O’Rourke told The Catholic Post, newspaper of 
the Peoria diocese. ‘“Two priests could do wonders in the 
situation, especially to their parishioners.”’

President Reagan, in a June 18 press conference at the 
White House, said seven other Americans being held 
hostage in Lebanon have been included ‘‘in all our 
conversations about the present hijack victims.’’ One of 
those hostages is Servite Father Lawrence Jenco, director 
of Catholic Relief Services for Lebanon, who was 
abducted by eight armed men in Beirut last January.

except if they want course credit....We’re 
providers of facilities only and we’re in no 
way responsible for the content of a 
program,’’ Hagan said. 


THE HOUSING office offers ‘‘one- 
stop shopping,’’ he explained. ‘‘To 
simplify planning for a group...to (make 
them) feel comfortable and not have to 
deal with many separate people,”’ the 
housing office coordinates housing, food, 
recreation, audio-visual equipment, 
rental and printing needs and conference 
rooms. 


In the last five years, Hagan said, 
special events programs have “‘tripled in 
dollar volume....The rates are up but 
we’ve also attracted more’’ groups. Last 
summer, the program grossed $1 million, 
which netted $200,000 for the university, 
he said. 


About one-third of the summer 
programs are new each year while the rest 
are ‘‘returners,’’ Hagan said. 

BESIDES THE added income, these 
programs also provide ‘‘employment and 
exposure (of) the university to a broad 
public,’’ Hagan said. Many who attend 
conferences here are ‘‘impressed with the 
campus and promote it for us.’’ 


Although Hagan often finds it 
“difficult to coordinate’’ scheduling of 
classrooms for special events groups, he 
anticipates this problem will diminish 
once the University Center, now under 
construction, is completed. He also noted 
the ‘‘addition of Olin (Hall) and 
Manchester (Executive Conference 
Center)’’ helped minimize scheduling 
difficulties. 


USD’s campus is also used for a 
summer session which offers graduate 
and undergraduate courses in ‘‘general 
education, for majors and enrichment,”’ 
said Ray Brandes, dean of USD’s school 
of graduate and continuing education. 


SOME OF the courses include general 
education classes in art and music, 
‘organic chemistry for majors or those 
going to medical school’’ and 
distinguished speakers such as a course in 
20th-century Mexico to be taught by a 
professor from Mexico, Brandes said. 


Courses are ‘‘designed in modules’’ 
which last from one day to six weeks, 


Brandes said, although most run from. 


three to six weeks. Day and evening 
classes are offered. 

“Summer school enrollment is 
climbing every year,’’ said Brandes, who 
has directed the summer program for 15 
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years. Last year almost 1,350 people 
attended summer school, and this year 
Brandes expects even more enrollees. 


STUDENTS TAKE summer courses 
“to accelerate their degrees,’’ Brandes 
said. Some take courses they ‘‘prefer not 
to take in the school year.”’ 


Brandes attributes part of the 
enrollment to ‘‘the area...the climate.” 
People can vacation and go to school here 
at the same time. The university also 
provides ‘‘course work which people need 
for growth’? — to earn teacher salary 
raises or military promotions. 


Summer school programs, Brandes 
explained, are a ‘‘very competitive 
business....We’re competing with other 
schools’’ in the area. ‘‘It’s difficult to 
predict what people want or need.”’ 

THE BULLETIN listing summer 
session courses is ready by November of 
the year before, he said. Advertising

Students from ages 8 to 18 flock to 
USD to attend one or more of the nine 
one-week sports camps offered during the 
summer. 


PAT BUCZACZER, summer camp 
director, said the camps are either “‘day’’ 
or “‘resident.’’ Residents stay in the 
dorms. ‘‘Day’’ camp participants are 
commuters. 


Among camps offered this summer are 
tournament tennis; girls’ volleyball, 
softball and basketball; boys’ basketball 
and football; co-ed soccer and swimming, 
and all-sports, which is a day camp only. 


The camps are directed by USD 
coaches, Buczaczer said. ‘‘The basketball 
camp is run by the basketball coach, the 
swim camp by the swimming coach.”’ 


WHILE THE camps are ‘‘fun,’’ they 
are mainly intended ‘‘for children who 
are serious at the sport,’’ she said. 
“‘They’re sports-intense but there is fun, 
too,’’ with evening activities including 
poolside barbecues and movies. 


Because the sports camps offer resident 
programs, children from ‘‘Arizona, 
Nevada, Southern California’? and San 
Diego County attend. Last summer 1,063 
children enrolled; 891 of these were 
resident campers, Buczaczer said. She 
expects more this year. 


The San Diego Sockers are slated to 
help coach three soccer camps _ this 
summer, she said. She anticipates this 
‘will help with kids that are star struck.’’ 


A COMPUTER camp is offered 
through USD’s department of continuing 
education. In its second year, the 
program is a residential camp for 
children, ages nine to 15, said Jacqui 
Hones, the program’s administrative 
coordinator. 


The camp offers a ‘‘balance between 
academic education’’ through computers 
and ‘‘afternoon field activities’? in a 
“traditional camp setting,’ Hones said. 
The ‘‘idea behind the camp is that with 
the computer age...children aren’t 
getting out and developing social skills.’’ 


The program is ‘‘task-oriented’’ so 
students ‘‘work at their own level,’’ she 
said. Children are tested to determine 
their level and each is ‘‘matched with a 
partner close to’’ that level.

In my 15 years of working with young people, they 
have taught me much. Particularly they have encouraged 
me to be more spontaneous and open. Youths have a 
marvelous gift of warmth, compassionately reaching out 
to people and causes that deserve support. 


Young people teach us that sheer drive and enthusiasm 
can carry us through all sorts of obstacles. These special 
gifts help us to set aside fears and work to improve the 
world together. 


The song also describes youth’s gift of tolerance. 
‘‘Looking in a child’s eye there’s no hate and there’s no 
lie, there’s no black and there’s no white.”’ 


Young people are far less judgmental than adults. 
Often they look beyond the barriers that keep people 
apart. This helps keep the dream alive that the world can 
grow beyond hatred and disrespect for individuals who 
look different. 


Young people also deserve a respected place in the 
‘church, They need to have a voice in parish decision- 
making groups and other organizations. Their 
enthusiasm and dedication can bring new life to liturgies 
and can uplift community justice concerns.

Schools to offer counseling 


in conscientous objection 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (NC) — Catholic high schools in 
the Columbus Diocese will make conscientious objection 
counseling available to their students beginning during 
the 1985-86 school year. 


The policy has been proposed by the peacemaking 
committee of the diocesan Commission on Justice and 
Peace. 


‘““‘DIOCESAN SECONDARY schools are to provide 


their students. with access to counseling regarding . 


conscientious objection and to make known to students 
the availability of this counseling,’ said a policy 
statement from the Secondary School Board. 


Susan Linebaugh, public relations director for the 
diocese, said some schools have provided such counseling 
“‘but now all will be required to make it available.’’ 


Betty Plank of the justice and peace commission said 
her group ‘‘can provide Catholic high schools with an 
updated list of persons who are able to offer students 
information and counseling regarding conscientious 
objection.”’ 


THE U.S. bishops, the committee said, support both 
the government’s right to require military service and the 
right of conscientious objection to a particular war.

Cardenal pide por la paz 
nacional en Nicaragua 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — El Cardenal Miguel 
Obando y Bravo, de Managua, pidid por la paz nacional 
durante una misa el 15 de junio, la primera celebrada en 
Nicaragua desde que fuera elevado a Cardenal en mayo. 


Construyamos la paz, una verdadera paz, donde 
nosotros los nicaragtienses no veamos entre nosotros 
como hermanos, dijo el Cardenal durante su homilfa. La 
Misa fue celebrada en un campo deportivo de un colegio 
secundario de Managua. 


EL CARDENAL Obando y Bravo se comprometié a 
compartir la felicidad, los sufrimientos, las dificultades y 
las aspiraciones del pafs. 


El espiscopado de Nicaragua ha ofrecido mediar entre 
el Gobierno Sandinista y las guerrillas, respaldadas por 
los Estados Unidos, que los combaten. Sin embargo, el 
Gobierno la ha rechazado. 


La Misa fue interrumpida repetidamente con cantos de 
‘‘Obando, Obando”’ y ‘‘viva Nicaragua catdlica.’’ Una 
formacién en el Washington Post estimé la participacién 
en 30,000, menos de los 100,000 que los funcionarios 
eclesiales predijeron que podrian asistir. 


EL CARDENAL Obando y Bravo llegé a Nicaragua, 
el 14 de junio, y fue recibido por una mulititud de 100 a 
200 mil personas. Le tomé seis horas para recorrer las 
nueve millas entre el aeropuerto y su residencia. 


El dia anterior, en Miami, mds de tres mil exiliados 
nicaraguenses, juntos con refugiados cubanos, recibieron 
al Cardenal en una iglesia del drea de la Pequefia 
Habana, en Miami, con banderas azules y blancas de su 
patria y gritando ‘‘Obando, danos esperanza.”’

Liturgical musicians to record 
album to benefit Africa’s needy

CINCINNATI (NC) — More than 20 
top artists in liturgical music are following 
the lead of American pop singers by 


- recording an album to raise money for

African famine relief. 


While the secular vocalists call their 
fund-raising record, We Are the World, 
the liturgical musicians have titled their 
project, The Cry of the Poor, named after 
a song composed in 1978 by Jesuit Father 
John Foley. 


THE ARTISTS are scheduled to 
record the benefit album at a live concert 
June 26 at the Eighth Annual National 
Pastoral Musicians Convention in 
Cincinnati. 


‘‘Never before has there been a 
gathering of so many important people in 
post-Vatican II music together in one 
place at the same time,”’ said the project’s 
producer, Paul Quinlan, who plans to 
lead off the recording session singing his 
own composition, Sing to God a Brand 
New Canticle. 


All the net profits from the musical 
endeavor will be given to Catholic 
agencies and missions working in Africa. 
Quinlan said he expects the project to 
gross $10 million. 


“THAT WOULD be a lot of food and 
medicine, and even more important, a lot 
of consciousness-raising, too,’’ he said. 


Fifty-five percent of the recording’s 
profits will be given to Catholic Relief 
Services’ African Emergency Fund. 
Three other Catholic missions will each 
receive 15 percent of the proceeds: 


Mother Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity 
in East Africa, the Jesuit Refugee Service 
for Africa, and the Congregation of the 
Holy Ghost. 


North American Liturgy Resources, 
the liturgical music publisher which 
serves all the artists participating in this 
project, initiated the project after hearing 
one of its composers, Father Lucien 
Deiss, a Congregation of the Holy Ghost 
priest, tell of the devastating events he 
and other missionaries witnessed during 
stays in Africa. 


ACCORDING TO Kathy Sullivan, 
spokeswoman for the publisher, the 
Phoenix-based music publishing 
company formed a non-profit corporation 
to handle all the details for this recording. 


Artists expected to participate in the 


project are: Grayson Warren Brown; _ 


Tom Conry; Daniel Consiglio; Rory 
Cooney; the Dameans; Father Deiss; 
Jesuit Father Robert Fabing; Tom 
Kendzia; Carol Jean Kinghorn; Tim 
Manion; Jack Miffleton; and Miller, 
Smith and Valentine. 


In addition to the songs by Quinlan 
and Father Foley, the recording will 
include Michael Joncas’ On Eagle’s 
Wings, Jesuit Father Robert Dufford’s Be 
Not Afraid and Carey Landry’s I Will 
Not Forget You.

600 religious leaders urge end 
to network ‘anti-Christian bias’

Nearly 600 U.S. religious leaders, 
including some 50 Catholic bishops, have 
signed a statement urging television 
networks to end what they call ‘‘anti- 
Christian bias’’ in TV programs and to 
air more programs that accurately portray 
Judeo-Christian moral values. 


If their request is ignored, the leaders 
are prepared to organize a boycott of 
advertisers’ products which support “‘the 
offending programs,’’ according to the 
statement, which was sent to the 


“networks, production companies and 


» National 


advertisers in June. 


SIGNERS OF the statement, which 
was organized by the Rev. Donald E. 
Wildmon, a United Methodist minister 
and head of the Mississippi-based 
Federation for Decency, 
represented 84 Christian denominations. 


Television ‘‘has the potential to be the 
most constructive mass medium God has 
placed in human hands,’’ the statement 
said. ‘‘We appreciate the positive 
contributions which the networks, from 
time to time, have made to our society.”’ 
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But during the past few years, the 
statement continued, the commercial 
networks have begun to air “‘an 
unacceptable amount of immoral sex, 
gratuitous violence and profanity which 
downgrades the dignity of human 
sexuality and disrupts peaceful social 


human relationships.’’ 


THE STATEMENT also said 
television programs rarely portray 
Christians in a positive light, but rather 
portray them as immoral or as 
‘‘bungling, incompetent and ill-informed 
individuals.’’ 


The statement quoted a survey which 
said that 93 percent of the people who 
control entertainment programming 
seldom or never attend worship and 45 
percent claim no religious affiliation. 


“We are concerned because those who 
control television are using this public 
medium to impose their anti-Christian, 
secular views on society under the guise of 
entertainment,’’ it said. 

THE SIGNERS called for a change in 
the moral content of programs to reflect 
‘the pluralistic and realistic nature of our 
society’’ beginning with the fall 1985 
schedule.
